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Kilba policeman stabbed in Friday night altercation 


An Elba police officer is in good 
condition and out of a Dothan hos- 
pital this week after being stabbed 
in the chest Friday night while at- 
tempting to make an arrest. 

The officer, Sgt. Dale Cobb, 
was transported from the scene of 
the attack by a Coffee County Sher- 
iff's deputy and ijater transferred to 
Dothan with what doctors described 
as a "life threatening wound." 

According to Elba Police Chief 
Freddie Hanchey, a caller reported a 
domestic disturbance at Razoos, a 
nightspot in the Mulberry Heights 


section of Elba, and officers Dale 
Cobb and Patrick Norris answered 
the call, 

Upon arriving at the scene, the 
officers attempted to arrest Mark 
Adam Whitfield, age 22, on a 
charge of disorderly conduct. Whit- 
field fled the scene on foot and the 
officers pursued down Taylor Mill 
Road. 

While Norris followed through a 
wooded area, Cobb went to a trailer 
park approximately 1/4 mile from 
the scene of the disturbance and be- 
gan questioning residents, 


During the questioning, Whit- 
field appeared from behind a trailer 
and when Cobb attempted to make 
the arrest, the subject reportedly re- 
sisted the arrest and the two fell to 
pb tei as a struggle ensued. 

fficer Norris arrived at the trail- 
er park while Cobb and Whitfield 
were still on the ground and after 
controlling the crowd that was at 
the scene, attempted to aid Cobb. 

Whitfield reportedly fought with 
both officers and was still fighting 
when Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
and Deputy Sheriff Dean Blair ar- 


rived at the park, Chief Hanchey 
grabbed Whitfield and with the aid 
of Norris and Blair was able to re- 
strain Whitfield. 

While handcuffing Whitfield, 
Cobb told his fellow officers that 
he was injured and upon closer ex- 
amination it was found that Cobb 
had been stabbed in the chest. 

Deputy Blair transported Cobb 
to the Elba General Hospital, where 
he was stabilized and transferred to a 
Dothan hospital. 

At presstime this week, Cobb 
had been released from the hospital 


New Brockton residents and city officials concerned 
over recent cutbacks in police department 


The citizens in New Brockton 
are concemed about recent cutbacks 
in the city's police department and 
while Mayor James Driskel! defends 
the actions and scoffs at those who 
voice complaints, at least two 
members of the city council agree 
that the city does indeed have prob- 
lems that should be aired. 

The city has been in a severe fi- 
nancial squeeze in recent months, 
due partly because of the climina- 
tion of federal revenue sharing 
funds, and as a money saving step 
the radio dispatchers in the police 
department were laid off, leaving 
the city without a dispatcher in the 
department on weekends and after 
hours during the week. 

A diverter has been placed on the 
department's phone, which when 
operational, transfers all incoming 
calls to the Paste at the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department. 

While the diverter does give the 
citizens of New Brockton a means 
of contacting law enforcement offi- 
cials, the equipment is reported to 
be "less then dependable" by at least 
one area policeman who was famil- 
iar with such equipment. 

During the regular working 
hours at City Hall, the city clerk 
answers calls for the department and 
acts as a dispatcher for the police- 
man on duty, but once City Hall 
closes, any officer on duty is with- 
out direct contact with anyone with- 
in the city, a situation that could 
easily place the officer in jeopardy. 

It was reported on Thursday of 
last week that an additional cut had 
been made that reduced the force to 
the chief and Pee jeder giving 
the city a total of three policemen 
to provide protection 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, to the ap- 
proximately 2,500 residents living 
within the police jurisdiction. 

When the fact is added that the 
department has been instructed to 
reduce gasoline consumption, it be- 
comes clear why the citizens are 
concerned about the city's lack of 
police protection! 

Mayor Driskell stated the con- 
cers were unfounded and pointed 
the finger back at those who op- 
posed his reelection bid to the city's 
highest office. 

"This all goes back to what hap- 
pened during the election," said 
Driskell. "It's just the same folks 
trying to cause problems. There is 
nothing to all the complaints and 
it's not even worthy of being in the 
newspaper!" 

In explaining the cutbacks at the 
police department, Mayor Driskell 
said "The city has a major shortage 
of funds and since the police depart- 
ment receives approximately two- 
thirds of the funds budgeted, it was 
obvious where the cuts in spending 
had to be made. We haven't released 
any policemen, all we've done is to 
temporarily. lay off the radio dis- 
patchers. At the last council meet- 
ing we made adjustments on the 
garbage contract that will save the 
city over $1,000 a month, and 
hopefully, before long the financial 
crisis in the city will be over. We 
intend to return the dispatcher to 
work as soon as possible and put 
the so calied problems to rest." 

ity Councilman Charles Cole 
remarked "I don't know what is go- 
ing on in the police department and 
apparently I'm one of the few who 
don't!" 

"The city is in a bad financial 
Situation at this time because of the 
loss of revenue sharing funds and 
the fact the garbage pickup had cost 
the city over $1,000 a month for at 


least a year,” said Cole. "It took a 
while for the huge losses in garbage 
service to begin hurting the city, 
but once it did, it all but broke the 
city financially. We corrected the 
garbage problem at our last meeting 
and maybe it a couple of months 
the financial picture won't be quite 
so bleak." 

When asked again about the po- 
lice department, Councilman Cole 
stated "When you have only three 
policemen, one car and no radio dis- 
patchers it is obvious that you can't 
provide adequate protection, Howev- 
er, right now it is the best the city 
can do because of the financial 
problems and we'll all have to live 
with it," 

"The problems in the police de- 
partment are definitely a major con- 
cern to me both as a resident of the 
town and a member of the council," 
added Cole, "but I believe the big- 


gest problem facing the council is a 
lack of communications. As a 
councilman I should be aware of 
what is happening in the city's vari- 
Ous departments, but all I know is 
what I hear and the answers I get 
when I ask questions. The lack of 
communications and understanding 
between the mayor and the mem- 
bers of the council is the source of 
the problems. The council is not 
involved and not informed about 
what's going on in the city. The 
council needs to work together to 
help solve the problems facing our 
city, but we can't and can't be effec- 
live leaders in the community when 
we don't even know what is going 
on," 

Councilman Britt Lee echoed 
Cole's sentiments and said "I don't 
think the problems are all in the 
police department. It all goes back 


to the selection of the mayor and 
the conflict in personalities,” 

"There is a lack of cooperation 
and communications between the 
members of the council and the 
mayor," stated Lee, "and until we 
can all sit down and work together 
we'll always have problems. We do 
have financial problems within the 
city and cutbacks were needed; how- 
ever, the police department is a vi- 
tal part of any city and our depart- 
ment can't stand any more cuts. 
There are problems in the depart- 
ment, but the problems go much 
deeper, I assure you." 

Councilman Cole stated he 
would recommend at the next meet- 
ing of the council that a town meet- 
ing be held to allow all citizens to 
air their concerns and discuss the 
concerns with the mayor and coun- 
cil.

Elba mayor afraid dam would have adverse affect on Pea River 


The proposed construction of a 
dam and man-made 5,000 acre lake 
on the Pea River, north of Coffee 
County, was discussed last week at 
a meeting at the nation's capitol and 
despite glowing reports from vari- 
ous agencies and predictions of ben- 
efits for surrounding counties, Elba 


mayor Fred Moore stated he would 
delay endorsing the project until all 
questions concerning the effects of 
the construction on cities down riv- 
er could be answered, 

"I attended the meeting and heard 
all the predictions of how great the 
dam and lake would be for south 


Alabama," said Mayor Mvore, "but 
I wasn't convinced then and am still 
not convinced that to construct such 
a dam would create problems for the 
Pea River and cities south of the 
dam, such as Elba and Geneva."

Mickey Murdock was named 
chairman of the Elba Water & Elec- 
tric Board last week during the regu- 
lar monthly meeting. Murdock has 
been an appointed member of the 
board for several years and assumes 
the chairmanship after Elba Mayor 
Fred Moore resigned to assume the 
reins of superintendent of the utility 
department. 

City Council member Bill Brun- 
son had previously been appointed 
to the board by the city council, 
again because of Moore's resigna- 
tion. Brunson was present for his 
first utility board meeting, 

The board members opened bids 
on a used pole truck, paid monthly 
bills, discussed problems with the 
income from the rural water and dis- 
cussed the need for having an engi- 


neering survey made on the electric 
system, 

Only one company entered a 
firm bid on the pole truck and this 
was the Birmingham firm of Dun- 
can Manf. Co. from whom the util- 
ity has been renting a unit for sev- 
eral weeks. They bid $14,000 
minus a $1500 trade-in on a used 
unit. They also subtracted $1,000, 
which represented two weeks rent 
paid for previous use on the ma- 
chine. The actual price paid by the 
utility for the pole truck was 
$11,500. 

Two other firms, one from Mo- 
bile and another from Birmingham 
entered "No Bids". 

Monthly bills totaling 
$11,340.78 were approved for pay-

Rural water continues to cost 
more that it generates, according to 
the reports read each month by 
board members. 

The cost of maintaining the ex- 
tended lines and repaying the money 
borrowed to install the lines exceed- 
ed income by $927.47 during Janu- 
ary. The four month total indicates 
income is $3794.91 below expens- 
es this far into the fiscal year. 

Murdock pointed out to board 
members that the electric depart- 
ment is showing a drop in total 
sales, but a drop in purchased power 
and operating expenses has actually 
increased profits to the city. Sales 
have dropped about $9 thousand for 
the fiscal year and expenses show a 
drastic $32,000 decrease. 

The water system profits have 
jumped from $1891 for the first 4 
months of the last year. They are 
presently standing at $11,848. 

Murdock commented that this 
increase helped pay the ever increas- 
ing cost of maintaining the sewer 
pumping stations in Elba. The cost 
of operating these pumping stations 
increased from $19,945 to over $30 
thousand thus far this year. 

Utility officials have been warn- 
ing for several years that our sewer 
system was in a bad state of repair 
and needed a major overhaul. How- 
ever the FHA loan to install new 
lines and the treatment plant in 
1968 still has over $400,000 out- 
Standing. 

Accounts receivable show 
$4336.61 due, with only $178.05 
of this in uncollected bills while 
$1677.53 was due and meters pulled 
and $2481.03 are considered because 
customers have died or moved and 
have not been found. 


answers tike the experts at the 
mecting,” continued Moore, "and 
my fears may be unfounded; howev- 
er, I just don't believe that during 
the construction of the dam the wa- 
ter level in the Pea River south of 
the dam won't drop drastically and 
literally dry up. The city is interest- 
ed in the continuing project to have 
the old generating plant south of 
Elba put back in operation and we 
are all interested in the agricultural 
community.

Kinston receives new fire truck 
through efforts of state agencies 


The people in the small south 
Alabama town of Kinston are feel- 
ing grateful and a lot safer these 
days, thanks to a little investigative 
work and the Alabama Dept. of Ec- 
onomic and Community Affairs. 

The town's volunteer fire depart- 
ment is now able to add a second 
fire engine which will not only im- 
prove the department's fire protec- 
tion capability, but will also lower 
fire insurance costs for property 
owners, 

Kinston officials were able to 
purchase the fire truck for a fraction 
of its open market value because 
ADECA recently became a clearing 
house for good, used fire protection 
equipment. 

Staff members of ADECA's 
Planning and Economic Develop- 
ment Division were asked to locate 
a fite engine for Kinston. They had 
to travel all the way to upstate New 


York before they found a truck that 
matched Kinston's needs. The Fish- 
kill, New York, fire department was 
willing to sell its reliable used 
pumper directly to Kinston, 

Lawrence Thornell of ADECA 
said, "By using ADECA's service, 
Kinston was able to purchase the 
truck for $5,000. This type of fire 
vehicle easily could have brought 
up to $30,000 on the open mar- 
ket."cording to Chief Jimmy Dau- 
gherty of the Kinston Fire Depart- 
ment, "We're looking forward to the 
new truck's arrival. This pumper 
will certainly upgrade the town's 
fire protection and help reduce the 
high cost of fire insurance for area 
residents. "

J. Doug Kendrick, Barry Giles and 
Doris Matthews were appointed to 
4 year terms while Eddie Kelley, 
Chester Hammond and Myma Cow- 
en were named to 2-year terms. 

Winston Brunson reviewed the 
annual city audit for the period end- 
ing October 1, 1988, and noted the 
report was gencrally good with cur- 
rent assets up on $2760 but current 
expenses down by a whopping 
$45,000. He noted that fixed assets 
are up over $108,000, 

Brunson pointed out to council 
members that the net income was 
up by $109,000 but he hastened to 
explain that $85,000 of that was 
due to the refinancing of an FHA 
loan that was discounted at a good 
savings to the city. 

Brunson offered to meet with 
any members of the council who 
needed further details on any portion 
of the budget. 

The council heard a recommenda- 
tion from the Planning and Zoning 
Board for approval of a request by J. 
Doug Kendrick for the rezoning 
from R-1 to B-1 of property be- 
tween Claxton and Carnley Street, 
facing Collier St. (from SouthTrust 
Bank to Claxton Ave.) The council 
approved the change. 

A contract for $2,000 was ap- 
proved with the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce. The chamber will pro- 
vide certain services to the city. The 
money will be paid in equal quarter- 
ly payments. 

Larry Wicker was approved as a 
police officer with the City of Elba. 
Chief Freddie Hanchey said he had 
already been to the academy and this 
would put the department to full 
Strength. 

The council authorized Mayor 
Fred Moore to negotiate a contract 


with Peter & Mitchell to oversee 
work on a federally funded drainage 
project approved for the city. This 
firm had drawn the plans for the 
grant application at no charge to 
Elba. 

Another grant got action as city 
officials approved a resolution con- 
cerning a recreation grant approved 
for work at the river. This includes 
filling in of the old pool. The grant 
is for $10,000 and will be matched 
by $8,000 in cash and $2,000 in 
kind (or work by city crews). 

Bids were opened on recreation 
equipment and the council voted to 
take the lowest bids that met speci- 
fications after review by the recrea- 
tion director. 

The council tabled any action on 
the need to spend about $5,000 at 
the sewer lagoon to qualify Elba as 
a Prepared City. The addition would 
be to measure the volume of waste 
treatment water going through the 
sewer system. 

The former Gunter-Dunn build- 
ing was again a topic of discussion 
and once more the council tabled 
any action "until we can study our 
options.” 

Folsom addressed the council and 
cautioned that the proposed lake 
above Ariton would dry up Pea 
River in Elba. "You will only have 
the water that comes down Beaver 
Dam, White Water and Big Creek", 
Folsom said. 

He also opposed the filling in of 
the old city pool stating it was 
needed for the poor people who 
didn't have a way of getting to the 
new facility. 

The moving of the trash dump 
to the site on the Samson Highway 
also brought criticism from Fol- 
som,
